recapitulation, he mentioneth none ofthe fins of the Jews, bac 
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that of rejecting Moſes their Ruler, verl. 27. and 39. and their 
black ſin of Idolatrie, which ( verſ. 40.) followed upon their re- 
jecting of Hoſes : That we might ſee, that Rebellion againſt 
lawful Authoritie, is as uaavoidably the forerunner of rejecting 
God, as honour to the King, is, by the — (1 Peter 2. 17.) 
immediatly ſubjoyn'd to the fear of G 

My Text ſeemeth to quadrat well with what is the occaſion of 
this joyfull Day: which will the better appear, by holding out 
the ſeverall parts and purpoſes therein contained. They are three: 
The firſt, is the ſinful and rebellioils cariage of the people to a Ru- 
ler ſent them of God, They refuſed, &. Secondly, What the 
righteous Lord, out of compaſſion to His people, did for this 
oppreſſed and refuſed Ruler or King ( ſo the Spirit of God calls 
him, Deut. 33.5.) God ſent him, &c. Thirdly, You have a three 
fold office, to the adminiſtration, whereof, he is ſent and commiſ- 
ſioned ot the Lord, viz, Ruler, Fudge and Deliverer: Under which 
alſo relatively, the duety of people is determined and ſet within 
its limits. There is alſo a fourth thing in the words, vic. the hand 
by the which Moeſes is ſent to that office: which, becauſe time 
— not allow us to ſpeak of, is purpoſely forborne in the Divi- 
100. 

For the firſt, The peoples ſinfull and rebellious cariage, in theſe 
words, They refuſed, or denyed, as the word is moſt ordinarily 
tranſlated ; yea, the word is ſometimes uſed for a refuſall or a de- 
nyall with diſdain and underyaluing, as «Fs 3.13, which alſo 
accompanied the tefuſall in the words, as is clear from the diſdain- 
fall ſay ing attending it at the back in theſe wor da, Ve made thee, 
&e? ſuch an anſwer as we uſe to give to buſſie medlers in matters 
not belonging to them: And, verſ. 39. its ſaid, They thruſt him 
. would not obey him. | 

he ſecond purpole in the text, is, what the King of Kings did 
for this refuſed and thruſt-away Depute of His, concerning 
which, the text holdeth cut. Firſt, What the Lord did in the 
time of his exile ; even kept fellowſhip with him, through Je- 
ſas Chriſt the Angel that dwelt in the Buſh, comforting and di- 
recting him in a wonderfull manner, that be might know he was, 
net rejected of God, though refuſed by men, Secondly, That 


God ſent him, after bis long ſojourning, as ir were ——_—

Commiſſion, and making him ſusceſſe full with a mighty 
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this laſt efſay , ſo that without violence the people are conque- 
red to a ſubmiſſion unto him. 

The third purpoſe in the text, (as I have ſaid) is the parts of 
that office, to the exerciſe whereot he is ſent, viz, — 
and Deliverer : under which I conceive is compre all 
that a Soveraign can or ought to claim, and no more then ſhould 
be granted to him, ſince theſe three are expreſly in his Commit: 
fion from God, whoſe the Kingdom is; to the exerciſe where- 
of, Moſes was brought by t dof Jeſus Chriſt, the King of 
His Church, upon whoſe ſh s the Government lyeth: So 
that the coneeding theſe things to the Ruler ſo ſent, can be no 
Dammage, but rather advantage, to the Church of Chriſt- But 
what each of theſe — ol the Rulers power, ſhall be 
ſhewed afterward, 

Now it followeth that we proceed tothe Doctrine: and in 
the entrie I would warn you, that this text, being ſo full of 
weighty matter, it will not be poſſible, in the ſhort time allowed 
us, to preſſe forth the whole ſubſtance. thereof; nor muſt that 
requiſite acuracie, in ſueh points, be expected from me. There- 
fore many Dottrines I mult paſſe altogether : and ſuch as ſhall 
be named , muſt be diſcharged with greater brevitie then per- 
haps the matter would require. But, te proceed, I make the firſt 
Doctrine to be, | 

That Government, i, in it ſelf, a thing ſo evidently neceſſary and 
uſefull, that even the oppeſers of lawſull Governowrs, will not 

ah againſt Government, This is grounded upon theſe words, 
This Moſes, whom. they refuſed, Where it's only the perſon 
which they queſtion ; and afterwards, be made tber, &c? 
Wherein they challenge nothing but his Warrand, Commiſſion, 
and Authority for exerciſing of that Office. See alſo verſ. 27, It 
will be ſupperfluous labour to prove the truth of this Doftrine, 
The neceſlity and uſefulneſſe of Government being clear from 
Hab. 1.14«. Where,to be without a Ruler, is to be as the Fiſhes 
of. the ſea and the creeping things, the weaker whereof, are de- 
ſtroyed by the greater and mightier; as alſo from that, Pudg. 15. 
6. Where it's ſaid, that in the dayes wherein there Was, no Kin 
i IJraol, every man did that which was right in bi own eyes: 
Which is alio: repeated, chap: /18; verſe 1. and 19. 1. and 

'chap, 213 vetſ. 25; ; In which places, it is alſo obſervable, that 
A 3 there. - 
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preſſour to thruſt Aaſes away; even fear oſ puniſhment : he had 


there is mention made of the wrong which the Levite (the 
Church-men) ſuſtained, that thereby we might ſee how uſefull, 
even to the Church, a right conſtitution of Civil Government 
is. Without this the Church wants the benefit of that promiſe, 
(1/4.49.23.) that Kings fbould be nurſing fathers; yea, (Hof. 3. 
4.) tobe without a King, and to be without a Sacrifice do go 
together. The Church may be perſecuted by wicked Rulers, 
but ordinarily is not taken away, and wholly rooted out, but by 
the rooting out ofthe eſtabliſned Government of that Nation 
wherein the Church is. And have we notſeen how the Church 
was wronged among us by the boundleſs toleration of errour,the 
Governmentand Judicatories thereof encroached upon by Acts 
and Ordinances, taking the power of Plantations out of the hands 
of eſtabliſhed — gunng the ſame inthe hands of 
others not concerned, and ſeverall ſuch other practiees, as might 
be inſtanced, ever ſince the violence was done to the ſettled Ci- 
vil Government of theſe Kingdoms ? from theſe things we may 
ſee how uſeful civil Government is, not only for the State, but for 
the Church alſo. Therefore, as we ought to bewaile the ſad 
ſufferings of our K ing, and ſeriouſly mourn before the Lord for 
theſe ſins, that provocked his Holineſſe to make our lſraci be fo 
many dayes withouta King; So it is our duty, to praiſe and mag- 
nifie the Lord, who hath graciouſly returned to us our ancient 
and known Government, and our own King, to exerciſe the 
fame: whereby we have a full accompliſhment of that promile, 
Ia. 1.26. 1 will reſtore thy Judges a 4s the frfh, and thy Comm- 
ſellours as at the beginning. 7 1 

The ſecond Dołl. is, That even 4 righteaw and good King, 
may be thruft «Way, and refuſed by theſe over whom be i ſent of 
God to Govern, This ſo clearly ariſeth from whar is in the text, 
that we need not ſtand to clear the ground.

Where his 
fourty years ſojourning, in a exiled condition, is mentioned, to 
be, That finfull oppoſition and thruſting away of a righteous Ruler, 
may have ſucceſſe for along time; but the ſucceſſe of — 
i the ſervitude of the ſabjets, I will not ſtand on this Do@, It 
is too fad a Theme to inſiſt upon. Only this, Although we have 
reaſon to lament, that by the ſueceſſe of oppreſſours our King hath 
been ſo long kept away from us; yer we have alſo reaſon to bleſſe 
God, that it hath not been for full fourty yearsz and to praiſe Him 
from our ſouls, who hath ſaid concerning us as he ſaid concerning 
the Jews, verſ; 34. I have ſeen, I have ſeen the affliction of my 
people, I have heard — „and am come down to deliver 
them: and now, com, I will ſend thee into Egypt, 

The fourth DoZ. aryſing clearly from the words, is, That 
though arighteons Ruler bethurſt away , and long kept away from 
bu juſt right; Yet the Lord can, in his time, ſend him back to the 
exerciſe of that Government he had right to. So dealt the Lord 
with David, both after Shebs's rebellion and Ab/olow's; And fo 
hath the Lord done to our King; and it will not be amiſſe here 
te conſider a little ſome things, wherein the ſufferings and the re- 
2 of our King, is parallel to the ſufferings and the return of

And firſt , their ſufferings, after their expulſion, are parallel: 
Firſt, In that both theic rights was unqueſtionable before God 
and man, though they wanted the exerciſe, Secondly , both

Jet both remained conſtant in the Truth, ( the great glory of 
their ſufferings, ) notwirhſtanding of their ſtrong temptations, 
Fifthly , Both found more relief of ſtrangers then of friends, 
Sixthly, Both waited patiently untill Gods time of * came. 

There are alſo ſome things, wherein the manner of their re- 
turning is parallel, as, Firſt, Gods hand was eminently ſeen in 
both. Secondly , their return was without blood, or War:

ion of their people was at a great 
Let us then bleſſe and praiſe the mighty Lord, whoſe right hand 


hath done marvellouſiy. This day is ſet 4 part for this end : 8 
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let praiſe be rendred, and our vows which were made, when 
our harps did hing on the Willows,be this day payed in the ſight 
of all the people; the Lords doing in this, is not after the man- 
ner of man: Look to what he hath done in reſtoring the breath 
of three languiſhing Kingdoms; look. how — he hath 
done it, and how unworthy we were, that our Poſterity, much 
leſſe our ſelves ſhould have ſeen it, and all cryes aloud, that it is 
our duty ever topraiſe Him, and not to let this fo great a bene- 
fit lip out of our minde. Yea, with our pra iſe, let us joyn prayer, 
that God may make our King, who hath been in ſo many things 
like to Moſes ia his ſufferings and return, like to him alſo in the 
ſequell of his Reign, both for gracious and royall enduments, and 
beyond him for length of dayes ; Yea, let us pray , God would 
make him according to his own heart: And we may have the 
reater encouragement in this, from what the Lord hath done for 
Flim, and made appear in Him 3 As allo, that moſt ordinatily, the 
beſt Kings, regiſtrat in Scripture, were ſuch as the Lord trained 
in the ſchool ot affliction, as may be ſeen in Moſes, David, 
Fehoaſh, and many others mentioned, both in Sacred and 

Profane Hiltorie. 
The fifth and laſt Do. that I ſhall name, is this, That whom 
God ſend; to the government of a people, he alſo giveth them com- 
— the Dig ities, Authority, and power — to their 
place: for, ſaith the text, He ſent Moſes to be Ruler and Deliverer; 
Not to be oneof the Rulers and Deliverers, which would take in 
others to a parity with him, but to be Apxorra, (that is, jorapxor) 
x44 Aurpwrnrvy And although that this ſame God, that ſent him, 
doth limit him and all Soyeraigns, Dent. 17.14. Yet, he takes 
nothing from them eſſentiall to Soveraignty. So when he ſends 
Apoſtles, Miniſters, &c. all belonging to their office is allowed 
them, and ought not to be encroached upon; for, we can no more 
expect the full and free exerciſe of any office from one who is re- 
ſtrained therein, then a free flight from the pinioned bird; take 
away the leaſt lith that God hath framed Soveraignty with, and 
the Soveraign is pinioned: But for the more orderly and full ex- 
plication of this Doctrine, there are theſe four things to be a little 
opened up. Firſt, Something concerning a Monarchs Commiſ- 
ſion, or the fountain whence he derives his Authority. Secondly, 
Somewhat of his Prerogative * eminent Power, Thirdly, 
| me- 
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Somewhat of his office, and the duty he is bound before God to 
perform ia the behalf of bis people. Fourthly, Somewhat of the 
peoples duty, which relatively they are bound to perform to 
him. 

As to the firſt of theſe, to wit, the Soveraigns Commiſſion, wee 
ſee it is from God, God ſent him, a ri, The word uſed in the 
Miſon ofthe Apoſtles. Whence we infer : Firſt, That a law- 
full Soveraign, hes his Authority immediatly from God (Rom; 
13. . and not from the people, who, being of God appointed to 
be ſubject to Rule, and ruled, can have no power of ruling in 
themſelves, there being as clear diſtinction berwixt the Ruled 
and Ruler, as is betwixt the relatam and cerrelatum of any other 
relation : - wherefore there are ſome Kings, who take their ſword 
from off an Altar, in token of their receiying their power imme- 
diatly from God] ſo that the afſertion, which alloweth to people 
a Majeſtas reals, ſeemeth to be groundleſſe, and diſhonourable to 
God the only Original and Fountain of Soveraignity ; As alſo 
becauſe it takes away the diſtinction betwixt Governowy and So- 
verned,: Secondly, I infer as following on the former, that a So- 
veraign, having his Commiſſion from God, as is ſaid, (though 
God will call him to an account) yer he is countable to none elſe 
for his adminiſtration but to God only: Not only becauſe he 
hath no Paros to be his Judge; But, becauſe no Commiſſioner is 
anſwerable to any Authority, but that which did cloath him with 
the Commiſſion, and that is (upon this ſubject) God who hath 
ſaid, 8y me Kings roign, Prou. 8. 15, 16. Thirdly, I infer, that 
Soveraigns may expect Gods preſence and aſſiſtance in the work 
of their office, if they look to and depend upon him from whom 
they have their Commiſſion. Fourthly, I infer, that the 
fing and refiſting of them, is to reſiſt the Authority of God 4 
whom they have their Commiſſion, 

But fecondly, The words hold out ſomething of his 
tive and eminent Authority, as neceflarily annexed to his 
and place, to the which his Commiſſion bears him, in theſe 
words, God ſens him to be Taler and Detivorer, Where it is ob- 
ſervable, that what Steves callech s Rader, is in C uod. 2, 14. cals 
led a Prince : to ſhew, that all the prerogatives of do ap- 
pertain to a Prince. There aretwo words uſed in the Tommiſ- 
ſion, to wit, Ruler, and Delivorer, as ſaid is, under whichthe

the power of paaging, which is mentioned in the begi of 
the verſ. and adjoyned to Railing, even by the ; 
Nor can it be (I 5 to appertain to the Apxor: 
Yea, ordinarly Ruling, and Detering, are more controverted 
then Zadging. But, to proceed, by the firſt, Ruler, there are 
theſe particulars of his Prerogative held forth unto us. Firſt, 
That he is Chief, Principall and Soveraign : therefore, even in 
contradiſtinRion to all the people, he is 44% Which holds 
out a priority and preeminency in the perſon , beſide what it 
ſpeaks of his office: Secondly, That all anthoritative Acts, with- 
in his Kingdoms, be in his name, Thirdly, That all Rule and 
Power in 1oferiour Officers, or Governours, be derived from him: 
Therefore the word ſigni ſies not only Authority; but a primary 
and fountain Authority. Fourthly, That he have the power of 
making the univerſall Laws ofthe Kingdom; for,theſe being the 
Rule both for inferiour Judges and the judged, it is requiſit, that 
the Ruler have a ſpeciall and Soveraign hand in making thereof, 
the Legiſlative power being I to Soveraignity, 
Fifthly , That fince all power in inferiour Judges, is derived 
from fem, their ſentence cannot be the laſt, but may be appealed 
from. Therefore the laſt appeall to any on earth is to the Sove- 
raign, whoſe ſentence is finall and cannot be appealed from, but 
to God. Under theſe as the principall, are comprehended the 
power of diſpenſing with penall Laws by Pardons, and with po- 
fitive ſtatutes about duty by Licences; Yea, in ſome caſes, to alter 
and abrogat ſome Laws, although ordinarily, and without 
weighty cauſes theſe things are not to be done, Together with 
— — pre majeftatis reduceable to theſe 
on the Soveraignity,as particalarly,the making an un y ob- 
lidging interpretation of the Law, and the power of the execu- 
tion of the Law, without which, Soveraignity and Laws were 
FE Na.

deemer, Saviour, as well as Deliverer ; And this is his power in 
Military maters : which may be divided in theſe three: Firſt, 
His power to declare enemies to the State, the Deliverer being 
moſt oblidged and concerned, by vertue of his office, to know, 
and conſe quently to judge and declare who are enemies. 
Secondly , His power of making Peace and War : For, he that 
may not command his Subjects to be in friendſhip, or to fight, 
doth but cary the empty tittle of Deliverer, and in vain expects 
obedience in Civils. Thirdly, His power of the Arms ,. For- 
ces, and Strengths of his Kingdoms, both by Sea and Land, it be- 
ing due to him for his and the Kingdoms ſecurity. As alſo be- 
cauſe the governing oftheſe things, is a principall part of Go- 
vernment,experience having ſadly taught, that the power of Ar- 
mies, not being ſubordinat to the Soveraign, uſurps a ſuperiority 
over him and — ke both; Vea, doth not reaſon teach, 
that a Deliverer ſhould not be without a ſword, nor have his 
ſword fo lockt in the ſheath, that he cannot draw it till he call 
for the key from theſe who perhaps may refuſe it, and at length 
looſe it themſelves ? take the ſword from the Deliverer, and 
quickly the Scepter ſhall be wrung from the Ruler, 

But I haſte to the third thing which I propoſed, viz.-to hold 
out ſomewhat concerning the Soveraigns Office and Duty, which 
by vertue of this Commiſſion Hoſes was, and all Soveraigns 
are oblidged to perform towards the people over whom God 
hath granted them to Rule: And this their Office may be ſummed 
up in this one, that he Rule for God, being faithfull to Him by 
whom Kings reign, and carefull of his peoples welfare, But we 
ſhall branch it out in theſe four: Firſt, that he be carefull of the 
welfare of the Church, the preciouſeſt intereſt that the King of 
Kings hath upon earth: This is a great part of his R«/ing: there- 
fore in I/a. I. after that the reftoring of Judges at at thefrf, and 
ceumſellours as at the beginning, is promiſed, v. 26. It is immedi- 
ay raed, v. 27. Zion ſbal be redeemed, And this is that 
w 


which is promiſed, 1/4. 49. 23. and Kings ſhall be thy narſing 


fathers, Under which theſe three are comprehended. Firſt, That 
he have a ſingular care that the purity of Doctrine be kept up, 
eſtabliſhed and maintained; errour and hereſie, with the pro- 
moters thereof, diſcountenanced and puniſhed, (not tolerated, 


Which were unſuitable for the Defender of the Faith) according 
to 
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to the example of good ofiab, 2 Chr, 34. throughout. Secondly, 
That the precious Ordinances of the Church, the Worſhip and 
Government thereof, be eſtabliſhed and defended by Law, àccor- 
ding to the example of Fehoſbaphar, 2 Chron, 19. 8. 11. As al- 
ſo that the unity and concord of the Officers and Members there - 
| of be tenderly kept up; and Rents or Schiſms ſolidly cemented, 
Thirdly, that the Liberties, Patrimony, and Maintenance of the 
Church be not encroached upon; But that faithful, learned and 
- infull Paſtours be encouraged, 2 Chron. 31. 4. and their 
— ſtrengthned by ſeconding the Cenſures of the Church by 
his Authority, and the concurrence of his inſeriour Magiſtrates: 
All which are incumbent to him as a Ruler for God and a Deli- 
verer from ſpirituall evills. 
| The ſecond branch of the Soveraigns duty and office, is in re- 
feerence to morall tranſgreſſions,againſt which, Laws and Statutes 
ought to be made agreeable to the word of God; and theſe Laws 
| would be impartially put in execution, without reſpeR of per- 
ſons. Therefore, 1/4. 1, 26. when Judges arereſtortd as at the 
firft, &c. Then righteouſneſſe and faithfulneſſe ſpread in Burgh 
and Landwart. And v. 28, the puniſhment of the tranſgreſ- 
ſours, of the ſinners and of them that forſake the Lord. is made 
mention of; This is no ſmall part of the righteouſneſſe whereby 
the throne. is eſtabliſhed. 
The third branch of his Office, is in reference to the Admini- 
ſtration of Juſtice betwixt ſubject and ſubject: For which, not 
only wholſome and juſt Laws would be made for the good of the 
whole (and not fot the advantage of ſome to the prejudice of ma 
ny; But able faithfull and conſciencious men would be ſubſti- 
tute, who, according to the juſt Laws, may impartially do ju- 
ſtice to all. This is his great duty as e,, a righter of the * Cron. 
wronged, without which men would be but as the fiſhes of the. 
ca. 
The fourth and laſt branch of-the Soveraigns duty and office 
towards his ſubjects, is in reference to their ſafety both by 
ſena and land, and their proſperity in their eſtates and callings: in 
order whercunto, he is called a Deliverer, watchfully to foreſee, . 
and ſeaſonabl re. whatſoever may bring hazard and danger 
to themz or it they cannot 882 that then the ſubjects be 
-a8 timely, tenderly and carefully delivered therefrom * 
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fible: Thus Moſes delivered Iſrael from their bondage. 


There remaineth only the laſt thing to bo ſpoken to, to wit, 
the duty which the ſubjects are bound reciprocally to return to 
their Soveraign: And queſtionleſſe, the great weight of duty that 
lyes upon a faithfull Soveraign, calls for the loyall performance of 
all goed Offices from the ſubjects to him. The Apoſtle, (1 Per. 
2. 17.) ſummeth up all in one word, Honour the King : which 
may be branchedforth ina fourfold duty, implyed in the tittles 
=p in _—_— viz, 1. Reverence, 2. Obedience, 3. Fide«

lay, our firſt duty is Reverence: and that, Firſt, of the mynd, 
Fecleſ. 10,20, Curſe nor the King, no not in thy thomght, or 
conſcience, as on the margent. They are called gods, and we 
ought as faith Berw, Semtire ſublimiter, have an high 
eſtimation of them. Secondly, Reverence in words, Fred. 
22.28, Thon ſhalt net revile the godi, nor enrſe the Ruler of thy 
cople: Which, (Ads. 2 3. 5.) is tranſlated , Thew al noe 
Seat evil of, 8c. to ſpeak evill of them is to curſe them: And 
(Tirw 3. 2. . e for ſubjection to Ma- 
giſtrates, there is a prohibition, Speak, evif of no man: and as 
we ought toforbear every appearance of evill in other things; ſo 
clpecaly in this, the Authority of a Soveraign being very tender. 
efore , the Apoſtle Paul, in the forecited place of the 4s, 


maketh apology forcalling the high Prieſt whited Wal, although 


unjuſtly he had com d him to be ſmitten: And Calvin on 
the place, ſaith in effect, that civil Authority is not to be ſhaken off 
the Ruler were wicked. I find none in Scripture curſers 

ofa King. but Sbimei, and theſe Va. 8. 21. Where enrſing of the 
King and of God are joyned together, They ſhall free themſelves, 
curſe their King and their God, Yea, by the Apoſtle we are 
commanded to pray for them; and at that time when he wrote, a 
wicked Neroreigned: The third kind of Reverence, is with 
the body, = 4 ſuteable geſture to regall Authority as the wo- 
, 2 Sam, 14. 4: And Abimaaz 2 Saw. 18. 28.

tate It is true, that Kings have no power to exerciſe Miniſteriall 
acts themſelves; Yet they have power to put Miniſters to do that 
which they cannot do themſelves, and —— — af- 
ter orderly tryall, they are found guilty of Ma-adminiſtration: So 
David, Solomon, Febo, „Hestia, esa, &c. governed 
the Prieſts, even as Prieſts, and the Levits as Levits : But, we ſa 
not, that Kings can puniſh Church-officers by any Bee i 
cenſure; they can no more depoſe then they can ordain » The 
power ol neither of the keyes was given to Kings a3 Kings, Nei- 
ther is this Obedience that we preſſe as due from all perſons, due 
in all things from any perſon: For, if Kings commend what God 
forbids, Then the Apoſties rule muſt Rand, «As. 5. ag. 0bry 
Gad rat her then man, So did the tan Midwives; So did 
the three children with approbation from God. 

The third duty we ow; is Fideluy: the breach whereof, is 
above diſobedience; Fidelity to his perſon, Fidelity to his Autho- 
rity: if any of theſe be — againſt, or injured, there is 4% 
Majeſtaa, This made David fay of San, God forbid I ſhould 
touch the Lords aneyuted: Not a lap of his garment can be touch- 
ed, but the tender heart is ſmitten. And in Scripture,we find no- 
thing taught for looſing ſubjects from their fadelity and alcad- 
on the contrary, the ſaints are recorded. to have re- 
mained loyall, even to wicked Kings and Emperours. 

The laſt duty is Aid: and that, Firſt, by ſaithſull counſell and 
advice, when calledforz and difcoveryof his ſreret enemies and 
their plots. Secondly , by our eſtates, chearfully paying out 
thereof tribute and cuſtome, Rem. 13. 7, Chriſt himſelf payed

pate moneys Ataith.'1 7. 27 And, I. 
eoughtto aſſiſt our Soverdige both 
and out · land Enemies, whenſoever it is called for by him, who 
hath it in his Commiſſion to be Deliv/erer; 


I haye been the longer upon theſe things, becauſe no _——_— 
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of the dayes work is to teach you to give to God what is Gods 
due, even all Honour, Praiſe, Power and Dominion, being King of 
kings and the only Potentate, who hatt made this day, that we 
may rejoyce therein: And to give to our Caſar what is his due, 
even Reverence, Obedience, Fidelity, and Aid: which is à debt 
upon us by Gods ordinance, and ought to be payedfor conſcience 
fake. I ſhall ſhut up all with repeating the Apoſtle Peter his ex- 
hortation, Fear God, and bonour the King: Theſe two are chain - 
ed together by the Holy Ghoſt: Who do the firſt, will not ne- 
le& the laſt; and ſuch as are much taken up with the laſt, would 
not neglect the firſt: Go therefore, and through the reſt of this 
day, expreſſe your joy and thankfulneſſe, as the people did, 
1 Cbron. 29.22. When Solomon was made King the ſecond time, 
they did eat and drink ( but it was before the Lord) on that day; 
with great gladneſſe. 4 Beware of any exceſſe, Sin is no way to 
praiſe God, or pleaſe our good King who hath declared againſt it; 
Do, as, 1 Kings 8. 66. Pray for a bleſſing to the King, and go to 
your tents joytull and glad of heart for all the goodneſſe that the 
Lord hath done for CHARITAHSs our King, and Scotland, Eng- 
lard and Ireland His people · And thus, as we bleſſe God for 
him”; So we pray forall bleſſings on him from the King im- 
mortall, inviſible and full of Glory, to whom be praiſe for now 
andever , Amen. ir i 
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
